NO MORE PRIVATE CARS. 


Armour Said to Be Trying to Sell 
Refrigerator Line; Ameri- 
can Transit Follow- 
ing Suit. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., June 21.—[Special.j— 
The interstate commerce commission prac- 
tically finished today its investigation of the 
railroads which carry bituminous cod) to 
tide water in the east. The commission con- 
siders itself justified in believing: | 

That there will be a more equitable dis- 
tribution of cars to coal companies, which 
will mean in the future an absence of dis- 
crimination for or against any concerns. 

That there will be no repetition for some 
time, at least, of the colossal graft such as 
was developed in the inquiry into the Penn- 
sylvania system. 3 

That, as a result of the report it will make 
to congress, legislation will be enacted at 
the next session placing coal carrying cers 
under the interstate commerce commission, 
as is done by the pending railroad rate act 
in the cases of refrigerator and other private 


cars. 
Cars for All, Hereafter. 

The Pennsylvania and Baltimore and Ohio 
rallroade announced at the close of the inter- 
state commerce hearing this afternoon that 
already they had taken measures to correct 
the evils growing out of the discrimination 
practiced in the distribution of their coal 
carrying cars. The Baltimore and Ohio 
stated it was working out a system looking 
to the daily publication of their car dis- 
tribution. At the first hearings of the com- 
mission Chairman Knapp expressed a de- 
cided conviction that this distribution should 
be made public. The Pennsylvania also ad- 
vised the commission today it had put toto 
effect a system of publicity. 

‘The investigation of the commission dis- 
closed also that the system of rating mines 
was wrong. It is inferred from statements 
made today by representatives of the two 
roads that the tnequality which hae been ob- 
served with reference to this matter also 
will be removed and at companies will 
be treated alike in the future. 


F 


impressed this view upon the rallroads. In 
the past no mine owner knew what the rating 
of his competitor's mine was.or how many 
cars he got. He frequently made a guess 
and sometimes complained that he had been 
discriminated against. His complaint was 
justified, undoubtedly, but no satisfaction 


was obtained from its presentation. The 


commission believes if the Pennsylvania and 
the Baltimore and Ohio observe faithfully 
the promise they made today it will be possi- 
ble for mine owners to know every day the 
ratings and number of cars placed | at the 
@isposal of each. 


Armour Cars for Sale? 

The commission has been informed thet 
Armour & Co. and the American Transit 
corr pany are endeaVoring to sell their private 
cars. Members of the commission believe this 
is an indication of the passage of the day of 
the private car. The sentiment against these 
cars is growing stronger every Gay, the de- 
mand for their regulation is insistent, and 
the action of congress im the pending rall- 
road rate legislation promises to be only a 
step toward more stringent control. The 
advantage beretofore obtained from the use 
of such cars consequently is diminishing. It 
was predicted today that in ten years no 
coal concern will have private cars. 

It is the intention of the commission to 
take some additional testimony in the an- 
thracite situation in the east, but this will not 
be done until September. In the meantime It 
is proposed to investigate the coal situation 
throughout the entire country. The com- 
mission has been informed that conditions 
are bad In the Ohio fields, The president 
desires to have the conditions in Indian ter- 
ritury examined. Evidence has been fur- 
nished the commission showing.that the re- 
lations of the Union Pacific with various 
coal enterprises along its lines are euch that 
they, too, should be investigated. It is pro- 
posed also to investigate the coal situation 
in Illinois. 


Will Employ 8 

In order to ascertain the facts with regard 
to other sections of the country and other 
railroads than those which have been under 
fire, it hae determined to appoint special 
agente who will have direct personal know!l- 
edge of local conditions. The commission is 
in correspondence with men in Ohio, Iilinois, 
and other parts of the country with a view 
of appointing them to carry on the local in- 
quiries. William J. Calhoun of Chicago, 
formerly a member of the commission, has 
been suggested for the appointment as agent 
to make the Illinois investigation. Mr. Cal- 
houn is in Washington and his presence here 
hae given rise to the report he has accepted 
the place. It is learned, however, that the 
matter has not progressed to a stage where | 
an appointment has been offered to any one.

Board of Pardons Refuses to In- 
terfere with Execution. 


SLAYER AWAITING THE END. 


Mother, Father, and Brother Spend an 
Evening Hour with Him. 


Richard Ivens must hang today for the 
brutal murder of Mrs. Bessie Hollister of the 
Wesley church choir. The murder occurred 
on the evening of Jam 12, more than five 
months ago. 

The last chance for a postponement or a 
reprieve from the executive went glimmer- 
ing at 9. o'clock last night, when the state 
board ot pardons recommended to Gov.

Board Refuses to Interfere. 

The board’s final statement to Gov. Deneen 
follows: 

The jury having found the petitioner guilty, the 
trial judge having permitted the verdict to stand, 
and the Supreme court having practically at- 
firmed judgment, we are, under the law, prohib- 
ited from reviewing the action of those tribunals. 

The counsel for the petitioner, however, insists 
that the confessions made to the police officers 
were the result of hypnotic . on the part 
of those officers. 

This contention is a mere theory, and nothing 
has been presented to the board, except thé aver- 
ments in the petition, to substantiate the theory 
adwanced. The crime was one of the most brutal 
in the annale of the state. The petitioner was 
fairly trie@ and convicted, and we see no reason 
for not permitting the law to take its course, and 
we therefore recommend a denial of the petition. 


Folts Asked Delay Until October. 

Foltz was aesisted by George W. Wilbur 
in hie futile plea for a reprieve. He asked 
delay until the Supreme court could take up 
the case in the October term. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Harry Olson 
represented the state. Ivens’ aged father 
UHstened to the arguments. 

Mr. Foltez argued: that there was no dis- 
turbance in the vicinity of the crime to show 
that there had been a struggle; the shopping 
bag and gloves which Mrs. Holhister wore 
could not be found; a wire fifty inches long 
was found around her neck, but no similar 
wire was In the vicinity; that the Supreme 
court's findings do not agree with the evi- 
dence; that the police hypnotized Ivens into 
making the confession; and that the u- 
preme court did not have time to go into the 
erime. 3 

His point was that Mrs. Hollister was 
killed earlier in the day by persons other 
than. Ivens. He said the evidence showed 
that Mrs. Hollister had been murdered in 
the afternoon and had been taken to the 
shed at night, the wire around her neck be- 
ing used to drag the body to the shed. His 
argument made no impression on the board 
of pardons. 

Ivens Spends Restless Day. 


Ivens passed a restless day in the death 


chamber. Crowds of women came to the jail 
to see him, but they were not admitted. The 
only persons he saw were his mother and 
brother Harold, Dean W. T. Sumner, Jus- 
tice Mahoney, and Jailer Whitman. 

The members of bis family called at 8 p. m. 
and were with him for an hour. The 
condemned man appeared to have abandoned 
his attempt to feign msanity, and settled into 
his old indifference as evening passed. He 
went to bed at midnight, and apparently was 
soon sleeping soundly. ' 

Jaller Whitman and Justice Mahoney asked 
him to clear up any possible mystery in the 
erime for which he will be executed, but he 
‘would not admit that any one else had any- 
thing te do with it. After supper a phono- 
graph was taken into the cell and Ivens lis- 
tened to sacred songs, varied by “ ragtime ”’ 
music. 


Hollister Not to See Hanging. 

Franklin C. Hollister, husband of the mur- 
dered woman, announced during the day that 
he had changed his mind and did not want to 
eee Ivens hanged. He took occasion to ex- 
press his views concerning the case. He 
said: 

„Now that justice is about to be meted out 
to the Drutel slayer of my wife, I may be 
permitted to express my views on the inad- 
equacy of the present criminal laws to pun- 


| ish ewiftly and surely every offender, and, by 
its slow process, operating as encouragement 


to those of evil tendencies rather than to 


| have a deterrent effect. A police force of 
| 60,000 could not prevent such crimes. It can 


only de suppressed by ng the punish- 


ment so instant af to leave ther for doubt. 
I indorse the recommendation of Judge Gib- 


bons that attacks upon women be made cap- 
ital offenses. Every man in this state who 
has a wife, daughter, or sister should use 
his influence toward the enactment of laws 
that will render it safe for women and girls 
on the streets of Chicago. 


Praise for State’s Attorney. 

“ As to the conduct of thie particular case 
I have nothing but praise for the judge, the 
state's attorney's office, and the police. 
Judge Smith's attitude was impartial. 

“Mr. Olson has earned the gratitude of all 
law abiding citizens. He was not the ‘ blood- 
thirety prosecutor’ but the servant of the 
people.

DOWIE'S FATHER IN COURT 


AGED MAN CHAYES ‘BECAUSE HE 
Is NOT CALLED TO STAND. 


Presence of Voliva as Witness Fre- 
vents Testimony of Prophet’s Par- 
ent—Overseer Declares He Does Not 
Regard Zion as Divinely Inspired, 

but That It Was the Fulfillment to 
a Degree of Certain Prophecies— 
Tells of Divine Message. 


John Murray Dowie, grave and patriar- 
chal, attired in a long black frock coat and 
with long white w ers and physlognomy 
so like those of the “first apostle,“ John 
Alexander Dowie, as to make their relation- 
sat in Judge 
Landis’ courtroom yesterday and waited to 
be called as a witness in the lawsuit of the 
son who has “deposed” him as a father. 
Instead, the man who deposed the son as the 
head of Zion, occupied the witness stand all 
day, and along toward the close of the after- 
neon the old man left the courtroom with 
some show of irritation that his time had 
been spent to such little purpose. 


“Younger” Dowie Not in Court. 


The “younger” Dowie was not in the 
courtroom, but if he had been, wasted as he 
is by illness, he would have looked by far 
the older in spite of the twenty-one years’ 
difference in their ages. There is no reason 
to believe they will meet as friends, much 
lees as father ahd son, since the elder Dowie 
declared that his son’s declaration that he is 
not his father is unforgivable. 

Some time today, probably, the old man, 
armed with documentary evidence of his 
marriage to the younger Dowie's mother and 
the birth of their son, will take the witness 
stand and have something to say in refuta- 
tion to the son’s claim that he is the son of 
a colenel of the British army. On his re- 
semblance to the younger Dowie alone the 
attorneys for Voliva expect to disprove. the 
latter's claim, and, by inference, to argue 
thet the man who could make such a claim is 
mentally feeble. 

While most of Voliva’s testimony yesterday 
was concerned with his conduct of the finan- 
ciui affairs of Zion City, after the removal 
of Dowie from leadership, there was enough 
abiruse discussion of theology to confuse the 
legal talent that listened to it. 


Zion Not Divinely Inspired. 


In reply to questioning Voliva stated that 
he did not believe the founding of Zion City 
was divinely inspired, but that in a small 
degree it was a fulfilment of certain 
prophecies. 

Do you belleve in revelations between 
God and man?“ asked Attorney Haley. 

“Yes, but I’m cautious,’’ replied the wit- 
ness. It depends on the individual and 
the way it turns out.“ 

Voliva then told of the divine message he 
had received while en route to Zion City, ap- 
prising him of the work he was to do toward 
rehabilitating the city. 

Was it a voice?’’ asked Attorney Haley. 

„Not an audible voice. It was an impres- 


on.“ 
Denies Startingta Revolt. 


Voliva denied that he had startéd a re- 
volt from Dowie in the belief that the latter 
was dying or that he would die on shipboard 
if he attempted to return to Zion City. He 
said he had discussed the state of Dowle’s 
health before sending Dowie a telegram 
telling of the revolt, and that his advisers 
agreed with him that Dowie “ could stand 
. 

The witness was excused from answering a 
question whether he had planned to start a 
rival city in case Dowie won the suit on 
hearing, explaining to the court that such a 
plan was not announced publicly, but had 
been discussed canfidentially with his sup- 
porters in the church.

It was little De Witt him- 
self, out of breath and evidently still sur- 
fering from the effect of the long exposure 
and mistreatment at the hands of his cap-

Tells of the Kidnapers. 

“It is I,” muttered Mttle De Witt, speak- 
ing below his breath. 

Where have you been?’ demanded the 
chief. 

I was kidnaped,’’ replied little De Witt 
excitedly, De Witt West then told the story 
of his adventure with the two bad, bold 
kidnapers. 

It seems that litth De Witt was playing 
with his engines in the basement of the 
Kinzie school when two men—perhaps they 
were masked—entered and despite his 
screams carried him to a closed carriage 
which stood at the curb.

Morron Comments on Yards.

In re- 
ferring to the packing house situation, he 
said: 1 

Few of ve here doubt the honesty of the 
chief investigator, and we doubt if there is 
anything in his mind which would harm the 
industry in Chicago if he knew the facts. 
But he does not know them. I am free to 
admit that when the commandments are 
adopted as amendments to the constitution, 
and bloodless surgery is required at the yards, 
there may be some changes there. But until 
then Chicago will continue in the same 
methods which have made her one of the 
foremost producing cities of the world.“

All we urge is that 
an approximate, weight or measure may be 
put upon each one of these packages, and 
then, if the public chooses to buy a smaller 
package at a smalier price, it may do so, but 
the manufacturers and dealers must not any 
longer deceive the people as to how much 
they are buying.“ 


Breakfast Foods a Delusion. 


On the tables where Mr. Mann, ably but 
silently assisted by Mr. Stevens of Minne- 
sota, acted now as groceryman, now as drug- 
gist, and now as bartender, there were a 
dozen or more packages of breakfast foods 
with their familiar labels. A reference to 
table weights and skillful dropping of pack- 
ages upon a balance scale in front of him 
enabled Mr, Mann to show that in a great 
many cases the public paid full price for an 
abnormal amount of pasteboard box. In 
scarcely any case did the prepared food 
weigh twice as much as the box, and in many 
instances food and package were in nearly 
ual proportion... 

erybody knew, as Mr. Mann stated, 
that about 25 per cent of all the coffee used 
in the United States is sold as a nfixture of 
Java and Mocha. He was prepared to show 
from official figures that while we used last 
year more than a billion pounds of coffee, 
and while about 250,000,000 pounds were sup- 
posed to be Mocha und Java, there were 
actually imported into this country last year 
only a fraction over 2,000,000 pounds of 
Mocha and 10,000,000 pounds of Java, or ap- 
proximately less than 13,000,000 pounds, or 
only 5 per cent of the popular blend. It is 
staggering to know 965 per cent of the. people 
who think they drink Mocha and Java every 
day have been deceived, and yet the facts 
seem to be rather plain. 


Demonstration Amazes Wimbeirs : 


Figures like these, however, although ordi- 

narily impressive and convincing, did not at- 
tract so much attention in the house, be- 
cause the members were so absorbed in the 
practical demonstration of the extent to 
‘which fraudulent manufacturers of food 
products have been willing to go in the way 
of swindling the public.

NEW SHIP FOR NAVAL MILITIA? 


Ulinois State Organization May Be 
Provided with Modern Vessel 
for Training Purposes. 


Washington, D. C., June 21.—[Special. ]—If 
the state department is agreeable, the Illi- 
nos naval militia will be provided with a 
modern training ship. Representative Bou- 
tell of Chicago took Capt. W. B. Purdy, com- 
manding the Illinois naval militia, to the 
White house today and asked the president 
to authorize the construction on the great 
lakes of a gunboat, authorized by act of 


An appropriation of $225,000 was incorpo- 
rated in the act for this purpose. The state 
department declined to permit the construc- 
tion of the ship on the ground that it would 
violate the Rush-Bagot convention of 1817, 
which permits only two ships on the great 
lakes. 

Capt. Purdy suggested to the president to- 
day that the vessel be bullt, but not armed, 
and turned over to the Illinois militia. He 
pointed out that the Essex, now used on the 
lakes, is of 1,800 tons, while the pro 
ship would have a displacement of only 1,000 
tons. .Capt. Purdy also called attention to 
the fact that the Illinois organization {s pro- 
vided with only the converted yacht Dor- 
otbea, neceseitating the training of his com- 
mand in eight divisions, This imposes quite 
Pe upon himseif and his subordinate 
officers.

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BOTH KILLED BY POISON 


ARSENIC FOUND IN STOMACHS OF 
FARMER AND HIS DOG. 


Jury Declares the Cause of Herman 
F. Deukering’s Death, but Does Not 
Fix the Blame—His Daughter and 
Widow Are Closely Questioned at 
the Inqtest, but No Evidence Tend- 
ing to incriminate Hither Is Se- 
cured by Ass it Prosecutor. 


Evidence that Herman F. Deukering, the 
Zion City farmer who died last Friday under 
mysterious circumstances, had taken enough 
arsenic into his system to kill. a dozen men 
was submitted to the coroner’s jury yester- 


‘day, but the jurors: failed to fix the blame. 


Deukering's widow and daughter have been 
under surveillance, but after the inquest 
Deputy Coroner Bowers said unless new 
evidence is uncovered nothing more will be 
done by the authorities until the grand jury 
meets in October. 

Man and Dog Killed by Arsenic. 

The report of the chemists at the Columbus 
laboratories as to the amount of arsenic 
found in Deukering’s ch was not given 
out by the deputy coroner, but was read by 
each of the jurors, 

Deukering’s heart, stomach. and kidneys 
were. removed, as was the stomach of the 
family watch dog, which died from eating 
several of the cornmeal gems that are sup- 
posed to have killed Deukering. Dr. W. A. 
Evans examined the heart and found lesions 
and hemorrhages in great numbers, which, 
he said, might or might not have been 
caused by poison. The report showed con- 
clusively that 2 death of the dog aleo was 

by arsenic. 
ye mary Bh declared that Herman F. Deuker- 
ing eame to his death by poison adminis- 
tered by some person or persons unknown 
to this jury.” 


Daughter and Widow Testify. 

The daughter, Hazel Deukering, and the 
widow, Mrs. Jennie Deukering, were closely 
questioned by Assistant States Attorney 
Hanna of Waukegan, but he failed to draw 
from them any damaging admissions. The 
girl declared that she alone had prepared 
the meal and mixed the dough from which 
the deadly gems were made, The cornmeal, 
she said, was near the bottom of the sack, 
and when asked if she could explain the 
presence of poison in it déclared shé was as 
much at a loss there as the coroner. 

The feelings of the ie Sag etl who at first 
were unfriendly. towar the girl, have 
veered, amd many of them discredit state- 
ments attributed: to her of previous attempts 
to extermiate the family. Both the girl and 
her stepmother were sickened by eating of 
the gems, and she said she believed the 
poison was put in the cornmeal by some one 
outside the family. She admitted, -however, 
that, as far as she knew, no one besides her 
father, stepmother, and herseif had been 
in the kitchen for three days prior to last

Another gasoline tank installed in viola- 
tion of the city ordinances was discovered 
during the day.

The tank is a new one, being put 
in less than three months ago. Its capacity 
is 260 gallons and contains enough gasoline 
at all times to wreck the garage and several 
buildings in the neighborhood. 

This tank is particularly dangerous to life 
on account of its proximity to residences. 
Dwellings adjoin the garage on all sides and 
if an explosion should occur the chances are 
that several women and children would be 
killed or injured. The owners are Anton J. 
Cole and George L. Lanery. 


Inspectors Strangely Blind. 

The strange failure of all sorts of city in- 
spectors to see these tanks when they were 
being placed is still one of the mysteries 
of the city hall. The presence of the tanks, 
however, ie an admitted peril. 

Gasoline explosions are capable of cans- 
ing great damage, said City Chemist Jone. 
Where gasoline is stored there should be no 
fire within sixty feetofthe fluid. The great- 
est danger ts from the vapor, and gasoline 
should not be kept in or near buildings un- 
less properly protected. 

“The force Te explosions is.equal 
to that of illuminating gas, and everybody 
knows what havoc that works. The great 
danger of gasoline is that from 2 to 6 per cent 
of its vapor in the air is sufficient to cause 
an explosion. This makes those who handle 
it careless and consequently increases the 
danger. 


Tanks Must Be Moved at Once. 


The garage companies are to be brought to 
time at once, however. They have until noon 
today to remove the gasoline from their 
storage tanks built on public property, and 
unless they do so the city will pump out the 
oll and confiscate it. Superintendent of 
Streets Doherty ts preparing to enforce the 
order of Commissioner of Public Works 
O'Connell to remove all tanks on public 
property.

Arbor—Editor Perry Oriticises 
Professors’ Attitude. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., June 31.—({Special.]— 
Eight hundred and twenty-four seniors, com- 
posing the sixty-secohd graduating class of 
the University of Michigan, today received 
their . ye at the hands of President 
James B, Angell. It was one of the largest 
classes ever graduated. 

When the officers 8 in University 
hall for the address this morning they were 
greeted by a demonstration by the * of 
1, which held a reunion today. the 
twenty-four living members of this * — 
twenty were on hand. 

The annual address was delivered by Hid- 
itor Bliss Perry of Boston, who took for 
theme “ Academic Tendencies in 
Life.” He pointed out that much of the dis- 
like for things that are termed academic 
by-the practical men of the day arise through 
the tendency of college professors to sur- 
round themselves with form and abetrac- 
tions, thereby missing the essential element 
in their study and failing to emphasize the 
vital thing thet they attempt to teach; that 
the real philosopher of today might possibly 
be found in some fremotesepot of the earth 
addressing two or thtee listeners while the 
supposed philesephical thinker holds forth in 
a college and surrotinds himself with reseon- 
inge about nothing. 

At the meeting of the board of regents thie 
morning a proposition to remove the medical 
department of the university to Detroit wae 
lost by a voteof4to4 The agitation for this 
action has been carried on by the state medi- 
cal society for the last two years. 


“IDLE RICH AN EXC EXCRESCENCE.” 


President Schurman arman of Cornell 
nounces Wealthy Ease Lovers and 
“Graft” in Commerce, 


Ithaca, N. T., June 21.—" Grafting. m- 
stead of sound business principles, and the 
idieness of the rich were denounced today 
by President Jacob Gould Schurman in his 
address to Cornell uhiversity graduates. 
More than 600 degrees were conferred. Pres- 
ident Schurman said, in part: 

A waning Christianity and a waxing 
mammonism are the twin specters of our 
age. And between them not only the nat- 
ural idealism of the spirit but the Ten Com- 
mendments and the Golden rule are dis- 
avowed or disregarded, and, in their place 
at least for the six active days of the week— 
is the ruthless struggle for life and the suc- 
cess of the strongest, the most cunning, or | 
the most highly favored, whether by powers 
supernal or by powers infernal. 

The idle rich are an excrescence in any 
properly organised community. And in a 
democratic republic, in which every man has 
a vote, be assured that the rights which con- 
vention grants to property would be swept 
away if the propertied classes were to be- 
come idle, luxurious, selfish, hard hearted, 
and indifferent to the struggles and toils of 
less fortunate fellow citizens. 

The vice of the age is t men want 
wealth without undergoing that toil by which 
alone wealth is created. Among therich and 
well to do business and professional classes 
‘grafting’ bas been co common that the idea 
of commercialism has become a by word and 
a reproach. 

“The whole nation needs a new baptism 
of the old virus of honesty. But the nation, 
thank God, is beginning to perceive the fatal 
danger.

Supt. Cooley has been reélected by 
eleven votes, none being cast for any 
other candidate. In view of the fact that 
eleven is a bare majority of the entire 
board, one of Mr. Cooley’s supporters is 
said to have advised him to resign. This 
is bad advice. + The office of superintend- 
ent of schools during the coming year wil 
not be a comfortable one. A man who 
loved his comfort above everything else 
might resign, but that is ho reason for 
Supt. Cooley to do so.. The city needs 
him in that place. He has proved a good 
fighter in the past. He owes it to the 
-echools and to: his own reputation ‘to’ fight 
on, If the new board should, by any chance, 
be of the same character as the minority 
of the old board, the superintendent will 
be for a year the only bulwark against 
anarchy in the public ‘schools. 

The opposition to Mr, Cooley has been 
based ostensibly on objection to the gecret 
marking of teachers.

The condition of our growing 
grain today, compared with this time last 
year, is several points better. With favor- 
able weather will not only harvest a much 
larger acreage, but more bushels to the acre. 
That the cut worm has bee ing his work 
in, in a few isolated is true, but 
from personal observation and conversing 
with farmers from all sections of the north- 
western part of this province, there has been 
no extent of damage. We had a magnificent 
rain about ten days ago, which did a world 
of good. We could stand some more rain 
now, and from present indications we are 
going to get it.“ 

“The cash demand for oats ts quiet just 
now and I think it will be slow until we have 
a little further reaction from the high point,“ 
said a prominent oats broker. Prices for 
both cash oats and the options are high and 
probably have discounted the damage to the 
crop to a great extent. As the big bulls on 
the recent advance have Hquidated a large 
part of their holdings, the position of the 
market is technically weak, and it looks as 
though there would have to be a further de- 
cline of about 2c before there would be a 
good class of buying come in again.
